Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant discussed the differences between the prior art and the 
application, also pointed out the limitations in claims 1-3.Applicant pointed out that the Bayes rule was not taught by 
Watanabe and cited col. 12 lines 25-30, stating that his method is maximizing the divergence and finding minimum 
boundaries, all in order to find the probability of misclassification. Applicant pointed out that the Bhattacharya 
minimizing step was different from Guorong et al. because Guorong et al. has coordinate system constraints and also 
noted that the input is not a sequence of estimations but done all at once, and further discussed that both the Bayes 
method and the Bhattacharya step are important in order to limit space to obtain a projection. Examiner discussed the 
relevance of the prior art, and also focused on claim 1, pointing out the gradient descent as a common mathematical 
tool in differential equations to figure the min and max (inflection points) to optimize a given function but also that vector 
equations are used for projections. Applicant mentioned the name of Chittineni et al. but did not discuss relevant 
differences in Chittineni et al. No agreement was reached. 
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
